| and October will provide color 


| in full sunlight, but the 
| ones do better in portial shade. 


Bulbs planted early in the fall 
develop roots and are well esta. 
blished when winter begins. 

The best tulip bulbs are large 
and of uniform size, and they 
must be disease-free. Cheaper 
bargain lots of bulbs may not be 
of the best quality. 

Plant the bulbs four inches 
deep in areas where winter is 
mild, but deeper in colder nor-' 
thern areas. Six inches of soil 
should cover the bulbs if annuals 
are to be planted over them for 
the summer. Spacing of the bulbs 
will depend on the desired effect 
A minimum of four inches apart 
is best for clumps in the border, 
Wider spacing is desirable for 
formal beds. 

The beds should be covered 
with a mulch of straw, leaves or 
peat for the winter. Four inches 
of mulch, applied about the time 
the ground freezes, will prevent 
deep freezing, and help main- 
tain unifrom soil temperature. It 
should be removed very early in 
the spring to allow the young 
leaves to develop.

It is advisable to protect ever- 
greens during the first couple of 
winters. This is easily done by 
driving three stakes into the 
ground around the shrub. Burlap 
wrapped around these and tied 
securely will protect the young 
plant against winter injury. 


Fall Transplanting 
For Evergreens 


Horticulturists with the Ontar- 
io Department of Agriculture and 
Food remind gardeners that ever- 
green trees and shrubs may be suc 
cessfully transplanted in the fall. 

Evergreens purchased from a 
nursery should be dug witha well- 
formed ball of soil around the 
roots. The ball should be tightly 
wrapped with burlap to prevent 
the soil from breaking away from 
the roots. Never accept any 
shrubs on which the ball of soil 
has been broken, because the 
roots of the plant may be damaged 

The hole in which the shrub is 
being planted must be well pre- 
pared. It should be dug about 


one foot wider and six inches 
deeper than the ball of soil. 
Place six inches of top soil in 
the bottom of the hole before 
setting the shrub in place. The 
top of the soil ball should be 
just below ground level. When 
the shrub is straight, the remain- 
der of the hole can be filled with 
the top soil. 

The burlap should be left a- 
round the ball of soil, but the 
knots can be cut before the hole 
is completely filled. Remember

Layfield’s Red 
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consultant, made the suggestion 
and admitted that the idea was 
"patently absurd” but said it did 
contain "a germ of truth. " 

It did however get the noted 
consultant onto the theme of his 
address, that people and indus= 
try could no longer consider wa- 
ter cheap and plentiful, nor 
could they treat it as a throw 
away item. 

Dr. Beak was one of four 
speakers at the Ontario Munici~ 
pal Water Association's second 
annual meeting last week. It 
was held at the Sun Valley Mo- 
tel and almost 100 publicutilitie: 
men and others attended. 

"The public is just as delin- 
quent as anyone and they just 
have to change the way they 
think of water," he said. 

"Cheap resources built in- 
dustry in Canada, " he admitted, 
"but those economic factors are 
going to change. The cheap 
water attitude doesn't have to 
be." 

In many places in the U. S. 
Dr. Beak said that communities 
and industries were thinking of 
the re-use of water and even 
using two sources of water. 

Other speakers on the panel 
involving water pollution and 
the problem it creates for water 
supply authorities were Dr. H. 
R. Eisenhauer from the Depart- 
ment of National Health and 
Welfare, A. B. RedeKopp, super 
visor of water works for the Ont- 
ario Water Resources Commission 
and R. A. Simmons of Gore and 
Storrie Ltd. 

Dr. Eisenhauer discussed the 
eight kinds of pollution from do- 
mestic sewage, infectious agents, 
organic chemicals, other miner- 
als, sediment, heat and radioac- 
tive material. 

After discussing the possible 
effects of each type and possible 
solutions the doctor pointed out 
that the U.S. will have spent 
110 billion dollars on pollution 
preventitives by the year 2,000.
